8. Fiscal implications:  The substitute maintains a $25 fee for the possessor of an abandoned 

motor vehicle who applies to the Department of Motor Vehicles (DMV) for a Vehicle 

Removal Certificate.  However, local government agencies with a written agreement with 

DMV are exempt from the fee.  In addition, the substitute removes those vehicles with a 

storage lien from inclusion in the abandoned vehicle process and the $25 fee.  The impact of 

these two exemptions is unable to be estimated. 

 



Currently, the fee is $8 to request a transcript of a vehicle owner/lien holder.  Based on an 

average of the number of transcripts requested during the three most recent fiscal years, 

additional revenue of $29,546 is anticipated annually from the fee (1,738 applications x $17). 

Information technology (IT) cost of $42,750 plus one time mailing cost to alert licensees of 

the change in the process constitute first year expenditure estimates. The IT cost covers the 

development and support of a web-based "notice of intent to auction" application that will 

serve as the place to post notices of vehicle auctions, while also serving as a centralized 

resource for law enforcement.
